What Each Side Wanted. 

What the representatives of the United 
Societies wanted was that the city council 
be given the exclusive power to regulate Sun- 
day closing, without referendum. The Law 
and Order league's representatives, however, 
argued that the question should not be Incor- 
porated in the charter at all; that it was not 
a local question; and that the state law on 
Sunday closing should be enforced. 

During the heat of the argument both Pres- 
ident Farwell and Nicholas Michels, secre- 
tary of the political action committee of the 
United Societies, threatened to work for the 
defeat of the charter, unless they obtained 
what they wanted. The threats brought 
forth a sharp rebuke from Committeeman 
James J. Linehan. 

The section finally adopted was introduced 
by Frank L. Shepard. It was in lieu of a 
proposed section introduced by the United 
Societies two weeks ago. 


New Provision as Adopted.

The city council shall have complete and

was returned. He had spent the greater 
part of the day in conversation with his aged 
parent, and though his face paled and his 
eyes remained fixed for a long time upon the 
men who had pronounced his fate, almost 
his first thought was for the elder Mr. Ruef. 
He whispered a few words of encourage- 
ment to the old man and sent him out of the 
room to break the news to the defendant's 
mother and sisters. 


Judgment Pronounced Saturday. 

By previous agreement of counsel that the 
bill of exceptions should be settled later the 
court set next Saturday, Dec. 12, as the dey 
for pronouncing judgment. l 

The warnings of Judge Lawlor and the 
vigilance of the police checked all attempted 
demonstrations when the jury came in, al- 
though the excitement in the courtroom was 
so intense that men were thrust down into 
their seats or held in the grasp of detectives 
as they rose to obtain a better view of the 
proceedings. 

The trial, which has been in progress for 
106 days, ended with abruptness. The day 
had almost passed without intimation from 
the jury room.

The attempted assassination of Francis J.

A policeman is now on the way 
to Chicago to take him back to Iowa. 


Holdup Plans Abandoned. 

Mr. McBride did not know it, but whil¢ he 
talked with Crandall the latter had a re- 
volver in his pocket with which he intended 
to commit a holdup robbery. He bought the 
gun from a man whom he met in a State 
street lodging house Wednesday afternoon. 
This man told Crandall how easy it was to 
get money by holding up a saloon or drug 
store and they planned to do a job that 
night. 

Crandall was on his way to the place of 
appointment where the man was to meet h 
when his steps again took him past the ide 
mission. He paused at the threshold andthe 
singing caught his ear. The man inside the 
door saw him and beckoned him in. 

On invitation of those in charge of the 
mission Mr. McBride was leading the serv- 
ices. He asked if there was a sinner in the 
house who wanted to be prayed for. Cran- 
dall, who was seated in the rear, raised his 
hand. He was kept until the services were 
over and then Mr. McBride talked with him. 


Throws Away Revolver. 

After leaving the mission Crandall walked 
to the alley under the south side elevated 
railroad structure, at Eldredge court, where 
he threw away the revolver. He returned to 
the lodging house, where he had staid two 
nights, and went to his room.

| Jan. 3. Prof. Chamberlin’s son, Rollin, now 


connected with the United States geological 
survey, will accompany his father, and the 
Chinese Students’ alliance will give a ban- 
quet. tonight at King Joy Lo's restaurant to 
bid father and son a formal farewell. 

The possibilities of foreigners inducting 
themselves into an appreciation of Chinese 
cooking also will be discussed from a prac- 
tical view point at the banquet. 


Will Investigate Schools. 

The expedition, which is sent out by the 
university's committee on orienta) education 
to investigate Chinese scholastic systems, 
will, if successful, make a course across the 
Chinese empire resembling the arms of a 
windmill. Starting from San Francisco on 
Jan. 9, it- will proceed to Peking to meet Dr. 
Ernest Burton ot the university, who already 
ig there, studying Chinese educational meth- 
ods. From Peking the party will strike south 
to Hankow and then undertake the arduous 
journey of 1,500 miles up the Yangtse river 
to Shengtu. The earlier stages of this trip 
are made by little steamers, but in the end it 
comes to being towed in houseboats through 
great gorges, : 

In the far upper country no nations have 
consulates and many of the outbreaks 
against whites have originated in foolish 
anger against helpless foreigners in those 
parts, No expedition ever yet bas reached 
Shengtu.

The return journey will be from Shengtu 
to Hankow, thence overland to Canton and by 
boat to Shanghai.

Drainage, charity, and socialism, municipal 
ownership championed by President R. R. 
McCormick of the drainage board, organized 
charity attacked by the Rev.Johnstom Myers, 
and trades union methods characterized as 
“a detriment by Clarence Darrow—how’'s 
that for a triple paradox? 

Paradox or not, it formed the post-prandial 
program last eve at the monthly dinner 
of the South Side Business Men's club, held 
at the Lexington hotel. 

We are making provisions for the sewage 
of the city,” said Myers. We havn't made 
provision for the man that’s down, I know 
there are many gharitable organizations, so- 

led, that will undertake the work, and I 
on't want to criticise or mention any names 
that will make people uncomfortable. 

But I do know this: With certain of our 
organizations—many of them—there is so 
much red tape and so much inquiry that the 
average man shrinks from them. He doesn't 
need help for a month or a week. He just 
wants you to help him over a hard place. 
And that’s the help he needs, at once, with- 
out red tape.“ 


Sorry for the Small Merchants. 
And Mr. Darrow said: 
“As a class, I believe there are no men in 

the country In so precarious 4 condition as 
you small merchants. I never can help feel- 
ing sorry for you. My graft’s a good deal 
better than yours. It's easier. : 

“They have put a loop around the busi- 
ness district, making business brisk and 
values high there. The man outside is get- 
ting more and more dependent on blind fate. 
The trust influence is everywhere, and you're 
playing with loaded dice. You haven't got 
a chance. 

“The organization of trades unions 
is a detriment to you. Take the building 
trades. They are doing just what the steel 
trust is—seeking to create a monopoly in 
their own business. And they combine and 
comtrol the market and control prices. You 
can’t do that, can you? And there you are.“ 


Por Municipal Lighting. 

President MoCormick devoted his time to 
giving an account of his stewardship as heac 
of the sanitary district, and urging the pas- 
sage of the deep waterway bond issue by the 
general assembly at its coming session. 

‘A while ago,“ he said, another speaker 
on this program and I were decidedly at outs 
on the subject of municipal ownership of 
traction lines. Tonight I find myself at the 
head of the only department of the city of 
Chicago that really is putting municipal 
ownership anc operation into practice. 

Is our power plant worth while? Tonight 
the sanitary district is furnishing current 
for every electric pole in the city and is sav- 
ing the city nearly $300,000 a year in lighting 
alone. The figure that we charge the city 
is the lowest in the world, yet it pays ex- 
penses and leaves gufficient profit to keep the 

lant forever in gobd condition. 

The same water now used for power can 
be used at five other places, creating three 
“times the power that we have now. If we 
create $1,500,000 at one point, how much can 
we create altogether? Dockage is another 
item. I was told today that our profit from 
dockage this year will be §80,000. 

“How's that for municipal ownership? 
This is a thing that must not be frittered 
away. We must not have another such situa- 
tion as that of the Chicago river—100 feet 
filled in and stolen, to be bought back by the 
drainage board for $1,500,000. The board 


must have the people behind it.“

Golden Rule in Business Is Ad- 
vanced by Magnate at Bil- 
lion Dollar Feast. 


New York, Dec. E. H. Gary, chairman 
of the United States Stee) corporation, enter- 
tained a large gathering of men interested in 
the iron and steel industries ot the country at 
the Waldorf-Astoria this evening at dinner. 

He declared the object of the meeting essen- 
tially a social renewal of the pleasant rela- 
tions the men who were his guests had 
formed among themselves in the course of 
many a conference they have held since a 
year ago this fall, relating to prices and busi- 
ness conditions generally. 

Mr. Gary urged the golden rule in businese 
as the principle to suppiant the ruleof might. 
It ts said that by common consent neither 
prices nor the tariff was touched upon at this 
festive gathering. 


Thinks Steel Men Helped Every One. 

Mr. Gary remarked that it wasa year since 
they had first met to consider the proper 
method of contributing their thought and 
influence to ald in the preventing of disaster 
to the business interests of the country. 

It would not-be useful at this time, he said, 
to refer in detail to the causes of the panic, 
which was the culmination of disturbances 
that had been accumulating. He thought it 
was now the common belief that the action 
and disposition of the iron and steel manu- 
facturers had been of material benefit to 
themselves, to their customers, to their em- 
ployés, and to the public. 


Their Motives Always Were Good. 


That some, and perhaps many,“ said Mr. 
Gary, ot the leading thinkers and writers 
have misunderstood our action is probable. 
Some at least have questioned the propriety, 
if not the legality, of our efforts; and ap- 
parently others have believed these efforts 
would be of no substantial peneft. I think 
I represent the views of all present in saying 
we have never doubted the propriety or le- 
gality of our action, because we knew our 
motives were good. 

We have never intended to antagonize 
the laws of the country or rights and inter- 
ests of any one. We oceasionally have 
read published criticisms of our movement 
on the ground that there was a combination 
or an agreement, express or implied, to mr . 
tain prices, te restrict output, or to c! ide 
territory. 

“ But the fault lies in the unjustified as- 
sumption of fact. As I understand it. it is 
not impreper for competitors to meet and 
without reserve furnish full information and 
express opinions concerning the business af- 
fairs of all. provided they are not acting 
under an agreement, express or implied. 


“Will Disband if Shown Wrong.“ 


We have never intended nor resorted to 
any evasion, and the public has been accu- 
rately informed concerning our action. 
Therefore, we may dismiss this subject with 
Statement that if we shall be convinced 
we are wreng in our * or that we 
have antagonized public interests or if com- 
plaint is made by any one authorized to make 
it we will discontinue our efforts to coéperate, 
whatever injury may ensue. 

“As to the results of our efforts to co- 
operate, there is, I think, no reasonable doubt 
they have been of great benefit. 1 do not 
hesitate to say our movement bas prevented 
wide and sudden fluctuations, destructive 
competition, disaster, and failure to manu- 
facturers and their customers, reduction of 
wages and idlences on the part of employés, 
all of which, except fos. our efforts, would 
have been certain.’

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BUELOW SHOWS NEED OF ARMY 


Germany’s Bad Strategical Posi- 
tion Dictates Armaments. 


CAN’T OVERDO IT, HE SAYS. 


Cost of Soldiery Obviates Excess in 
That Quarter. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN. Dec. 10.—During the debate on 
estimates in the reichstag today, Chancellor 
von Buelow. answering the radical criticisms 
of the government's hostility to the limitation 
of naval armaments, Bbaid such # proposal 
never had been mace by Germany. 

The governmént, like other governments, 
regarded the limitation of all armaments ex- 
tremely desirable as a principle, but doubted 
its practical application, he said. Fruitiess 
discussion, he added, of such a ticklish mat- 
ter might aggravate inetead of mitigate an- 
tagonism. He did not réject every possi- 
bility of Hmitation offhand, but declared the 
technical difficulties considerable. He de- 
tailed some of these, and said: 

“We occupy the center of Europe, the 
most unfavorable stategical position that 
can be found on the maps of all five conti- 
nents. Our armaments are dictated by ne- 
gessity—for being. able to protect ourselves on 
our various fronts.” 


Country Depends on Army. 

Dealing with limitation in reference to the 
existing unrest, Buelow said: 

“The situation in Europe at the present 
moment is not a particularly comfortable 
one. It may become worse in a moment and 
our peace be seriously threatened if our 
armaments are below the standard demanded 
by that situation.“

Meeting with Government Officials Is 
Expected Soon. 


BORDEAUX, Dec. 10. —Cipriano 8 
president of Venezuela, was allowed to land 
on French soil today when he arrivec at 
Pauillac, thirty miles from Bordeaux, on the. 
steamship 

After a conference with a resentative 
ot the French government, Castro came 
ashore and proceeded to Bordeaux in a al 
car. The announcement is made that the 
president will go to Paris tomorrow, but he 
himself has not confirmed this. 


It was believed to be the intention of the | 


government to exact. an apology from Castro 
before permitting bim to land, but apparently 
a communication received by the government 
from M. Merlou, French minister to Peru, 
who also was a passenger on the Guace- 
loupe, that Castro was anxious to arrange a 
settlement of the differenees between the tWo 
countries, and the interview the government's 
representative had with the president at 
Pauillac, combined to bring about a change 
in the plan. 


Paving Way for Negotiations. 


This evening an agent of M. Pichon, for- 
eign minister, informed Castro he would be 
welcomed as a privatescitizen, and that as a 
chief of state he would be given every pro- 
tection during his sojourn in France, 

A member of the president's suite said to- 
night that upon Castro's arrival in Paris he 

U send a representative to M. Pichon to 

nvey his thanks for the courtesies extended 
to him at Bordeaux. This may furnish the 
desired opening for negotiations with the 
French government. 

The same official, acting under instructions 
from Castro, explained that the Venezuelan 
president did not deem it advisable o make 
a public declaration with reference to the 
international position of Venezuela, because 
this might be misunderstood and Might pro- 
voke discussion which would embarrass any 
prospective negotiations, 

President Castro refused to receive news- 
paper representatives, but it Was announced 
that he expected to undergo an operation ang 
that after that he would visit Spain. Several 
Dutch journalists, who had come here in the 
hope of obtaining a statement regarding the 
dispute between Venezuela and Holland. 
which might pave the way foha settlement, 
pleaded in vain for an interview. As to the 
naval demonstration along the Venezuelan 
coast by the Dutch warships, Castro declared 
through an aid that he did’not believe Hol- 
land would violate the spirt of right. 


Suspects Sent Out of Town. 


The hotel where the president is sfaying 
is under close guard, as some feafs were en- 
tertained for his safety, owing to the pres- 
ence of two men, one a Syrian and the other 
an Egyptian. These men embarked at Trin- 
idag, where Castro is said to have received 
thr@atening letters from the brother of a 
general he ordéred shot at Caracas. After 
keeping them under surveillance for a time 
the police escorted the two suspects to the 
railroad station, and they left for Marseilles. 

Castro regeived a telegram today from 
King Alfonso, thanking him for salutations 
he sent from Santander, and conveying the 
king’s best wishes for the president's health 
and the prosperity of Venezuela. The 
physicians in attendance decline to give a 
description of the malady from which Castro 
is suffering. 


MYSTERY OF CATTLE DISEASE 
EXPLAINED TO AUTHORITIES. 


Foot and Mouth Plague Said to Have 
Arisen from Inadvertent Inoculation 
in Serum Manufacture. 


Pittsburg. Pa., Dec. 10.—[Special.}—The 
federal government's efforts to trace the 
origin of the present cattle plague of foot and 
mouth disease was declared to have been 
successful. The secretary of agriculture is 
advised that the disease in the United States 
is due to the desire of a Detroit druggist to 
mahufacture a supply of serum. used in 
fighting the plague, and to the innocent in- 
fecting of a large number of cattle. 

There were in Pittsburg today a committee 
of Michigan grain men, en route home after 
a call on Secretary Wilson at Washington, to 
protest against the embargo on Michigan 
cattle and hay. To their stop here was due 
the letting out of the story. 

The Detroit firm has been carrying asmall 
supply of German antitoxin, and recently 
thought to replenish its dwindling supply 
with an antitoxin of its own manufacture. 
Cattle were rented and .expert chemists 
placed on the job. A small supply of the 
serum from Germany was used for inocula- 
tion... The experiment seemed a success. 
Each animal inoculated gave off the expected 
amount of serum, and this was set aside to 
be treated and made Into antitoxin. 

The eattle were returned to their owners, 
but began acting strangely. Then it was dis- 
covered that the cattle were infected with 
foot and mouth disease. Efforts were made 
to gather in all the animals, but many of 
them had been shipped. Within a short time 
the disease broke out in New York and Penn- 
sylvania, whither cattle from the infected 
herd had been shipped.

TWO MORE ADDED TO THE DEAD 


Kansas City Follower of Sharp and Po- 
lHceman Expire Prior to Wounded 
Zealot’s Capture Afield. 


Kansas City, Mo., Dec. bes Sharp, 
self-styled “‘ Adam God,” and the man who 
led the local fanatics in their recent fight 
with officers, was arrested tonight at Monti- 
cello, Johnson county, Kas. He gave him- 
self up without resistance. He was wounded 
in both hands. When found he was asleep 
beneath a haystack. He told his captors he 
was willing to be taken now, as he had “ fin- 
ished the work that God sent me to do.“ 

Two more names were d to the list of 
the dead as the result of Tuesday’s battle. 
The total number of dead is now four. 

Louis Pratt, 45 years old, foremost disciple 
of Sharp, and Michael Mullane, policeman, 
succumbed to wounds. Policeman Albert 
O. Dalbow and Lula Pratt died immediately 
after being shot on Tuesday. 

Mullane suffered himself to be mortally 
wounded because he would not shoot a wom- 
an. He dodged behind a wagon when Mrs. 
Sharp attacked him with a révolver and, 
though she continued firing, he made no 
resistance, though he was armed.

The prize cattle paraded last night, and 
among the animals were the prize bull Royal 
Majesty and Golden Jolly of Beechwood, the 
cow which carried off the blue ribbon in every 
contest in which she was entered. Both ani- 
e are owned by d. d.

‘Colantha Fourth’s Johanna, the world’s 
highest priced milk cow, yielded 246 pounds 
of milk in nine days, some of which was dis- 
tributed as samples, but the largest part of it 
solid for 18 cents a glass. From all the other 
extra cattle, consisting of ten head, the net 
returns in milk aggregated 240 pounds, which 
was also sold at 15 cents a glass, while from

Competition with Bell Long 
Distance Service. , 


WANT TUNNEL CO. LINES. 


Propose to Buy Illinois Concern’s 
Property or Would Enter 
Into a Contract. 


. An offer to establish an independent tele- 
phone sy in Chicago, In active competi- 
tion wi e Bell long distance service, was 
made to the city yesterday. It came from 
the independent telephone companies, and 
was made fo the council committee on gas, 
oll, and electric light. The condition was 
that the telephone franchises and propérties 
of the Illinois Tunnel company be turned 
over to them on à fair valuation. . 

The statement made was that it the city 
would make the bargain the independent 
companies would spend all thet was neces- 
sary of $20.000,000 in carrying out the deal. 
It was claimed Chicago was such a promis- 
ing field and would be so valuable in building 
up the long distance connections of the inde- 
pendent companies that the money would 
be a good investment, 


Would Join Tunnel Company. 

As a companion offer the independent com- 
panies gaid they would enter into a contract 
with the tunnel company to connect with its 
telephone lines inside the city providing it 
would agree to, within two years, establish 
a system of 20,000 telephones in Chicago and 
extend the system so as to get its share of 
the Chicago local business. It was said a 
verbal agreement of this character had been 
made with the tunnel company eighteen 
monthe ago, but hed never been put into 
writing. 

The offers were made by C. H. Moulton of 
Indianapolis, president of the National Tele- 
phone Independent association, and H. D. 
Critchfield of Milwaukee, its general cdunsel. 

The committee took no action on either pro- 
posal, but indicated pretty clearly what it 
wanted to do in a settlement of the troubles 
of the tunnel company was not so much es- 
tablishing an independent telephone system 
in Chicago as providing some means where- 
by Chicago people could get long distance 
connections independent of the Bell monoply. 
With this in view an amendment to the or- 
dinance which would give the tunnel com- 
pany two years more to meet the require- 
ments of its telephone ordinance was dis- 
cussed. 


Fights the Proposed Amendment. 
The proposed amendment allows the two 
years’ extension on condition that the tunnel 
company should contract with operators of 
long Ccistance lines other than the Bell com- 
pany for an entrance into Chicago. This 
was combatted vigorously by former Judge 
Sears, attorney for the tunnel company. that 
it would force it to make a contract when 

it would have little, to say about its terms. 
Two other amendments the company made 
no material objection to . They provide for 
publicity of accounts of all the business of the 
unnel company so the city will have in- 
— to go on when it comes to fixing 
rates. Also a provision that if the extension 
of time is granted the company shall maintain 
its telephone property in ate least as good 

shape as it is now during the two years.

WST TAKES THE LEAD. 


South Dakota Passenger Rate 
Law Hearing in Chicago Is 
Adjourned Indefinitely. 


One of the most hopeful aspects of the pres- 
ent business situation, as viewed by Benja- 
min F. Loahum, chairman of the executive 
committee of the Reck Island and Frisco sys- 
tems, is the marked and gradually increasing 
improvement in the relations between the 
public and the railroads and other large cor- 
porations. 

In an interview yesterday Mr. Yoakum 
said that the people and the railroads are be- 
ginning to understand each other much better 
than they have in the past; also that as this 
feeling growa, the result in increased confi- 
dence in the business institutions of. the 
country cannot fall to bring about a return to 
the prosperous conditions of last year. 


Says Antagonism Is on Wane. 

„There is much less of the spirit of antag- 
onism to the railroads and corporations in 
general manifested in the recent relations 
between shippers and carriers,“ said 
Yoakum. ‘“‘ With the better understanding 
of each others’ conditions and requirements 
that have come about mainly during the last 
year, the results dependent upon the in- 
crease of confidence are already being grad- 
ually felt in the improvement in business con- 
ditions. a g 

“ This improvement is being noticed in all 
parts of the country, but more especially in 
the agricultural sections of the west, which 
are rapidly returning to normal 

“It must of necessity, however, be a grad- 
val growth, and cannot he expected to arrive 
‘by leaps and bounds. Confidence and a com- 
piete return of prosperity will probably not be 
fully restored to the nation. until we are. 
— assured of the policy of the gov- 
ernmen 


West Makes Greater Strides. 

“The western territory is showing the 
effects of the return of prosperity. in much 
more marked degree than the east, although 
the latter is improving rapidly. 

“This I attribute largely to the fact that 
the business of the east is more closely con- 
fined to manufacturing pursuits, which, of 
course, are slower to recover from the effects 
of the depression than is the case in regions 
where agriculture predominates. This state- 
ment as to general conditions is generally 
true also of the railroads, which are recov- 
ering their losses in earnings more rapidly 
in the west than in the east. ae 

“The earnings of the properties in which 
Y am interested are showing a rapid return 
to normal and while I am always reluctant 
to prophesy I foresee fair business conditions 
ahead. 

“The Rock Island, for instance, shows a 
slight increase over November of last year. 
The Frisco’s earnings are about the same 
as for the same menth last year. The Chi- 
cago and Eastern IIlinois has not shown the 
same improvement and its earnings still 
show a slight decrease. This is because it 
is more dependent on manufactures than the 
Rock Island or Frisco,

WAYMAN HASPLAN 
‘TO AID STUDENTS. 


Proposes to Graduate Embryo 
Lawyers Into Assistants 
for His Office. 


ASKS BIGGER ALLOWANCE 


Thinks He Can Convince County 
Board Contemplated Reforms 
Are Worth While. 


State’s Attorney John E. W. Wayman pro- 
poses a training school for the graduation 
of budding attorneys into competent assist- 
ants, and the execution of his ideas. he 
says, “will eventually the establish- 
ment of chill service under his régime.“ 

Mr. Weyman discloses the scheme in his 
appropriation request to the county board, 
which shows that he desires $175,150 for his 
first year in office, as against $106,060 for the 
last year of his predecessor, John J. Healy. 
However, Wayman believes he can convince 
the salary board that the improvement 
sought fe worth the additional price, he says. 
and it is rumored that more than one member 
of the board is agreeable to his views. 

Things That Run Up Cost. 

A new library to cost 613,000, increased 
salaries for his principal assistants, more 
stenographersa, five law clerks, who will form 
the nucleus of the training school, and five 
investigators who are expected to give ma- 
terial ald in the prosecution of criminals, 
are the things which run up the cost. An- 
other of his proposed reforms is to rush out 
all “emergency cases and clear the jail 
of its overcrowded condition, which will 
probably save an extension to that struc- 


ture. 

The training school scheme is a decided 
innovation. The idea is to get the leading 
students from the local colleges of law, who 
will be at the command of assistants trying 
important cases. These students will look 
up all authorities touching on matters put 
forth | nthe defense of prisoners, which will 
give more freedom to the man actually trying 
the case. These young men are to be started 
in at $100 per month, and as they prove 
themselves competent and vacancies occur 
they will be promoted. 

Lawyers will realize the importance of 
this new venture,“ seid Wayman. The 
prosecution cannot be too alert, for the state 
has no redrees in the way of appeal if the 
court erroneously rules against it.“ 


Wants to Change Salaries. 


Healy had two assistants at $375 monthly, 
six at $333.33. and four at $250, one at $225, ten 
at $200, and one at $150. Wayman asks one at 
$625, eight at $416, fifteen at $250, and the 
five law clerks at $100 each. 

Healy had one clerk at $125, two at $100, 
one stenographer at $133.33, one at $75, one 
messenger at $62.50, and $11,000 to pay extra 
stenographers by the page or day. Wayman 
desires one clerk at $125, two at $100, two 
stenographers at $100, a messenger at $62.50, 
$15,000 to pay extra stenographers by the 
page or day, besides one head stenographer 
at $250, one at $200, three at $150, two at $75, 
and five investigators at $150 each. Then Way- 
man wants $15,000 for new books to beadded 
to the library as needed. He wants $18,000 
for supplies, while Healy received $15,000. 

The number of assistant state's attorneys 
is the same for both, twenty-four, but the 
seven additional stenographers sought, with 
the five law clerks and the five investigators, 
runs up Wayman’s force to the number of

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The agitation started several years ago in

William M. Hoyt, millionaire wholesale 
yerocer, is the owner of the structure built at 
‘the solicitation of the Hyde Park Betterment 
league. Nearly $30,000 has been expended in 
‘the construction of the building. 

At an average rent of $19 a month tenants 
of the model tenement” will be provided 
‘with steam heat, janitor service, fuel, and - 
‘luminating gas, hot and cold water, hard- 
wood floors, electric bells, speaking tubes, 
letter boxes, window shades, full bathroom 
equipment, shower baths, clothes closets for 
every room, scientific ventilation, and perfect 
lighting facilities. 


Result of Protests. 


All of this resulted from protests made ba 
the league to Mr. Hoyt against the building 
that formerly stood on the site of the model 
tenement.“ 

Mr. Hoyt finally consented to spend $2,000 
in improving the building, but just before 
the changes desired by the league were to be 
started the old tenement: was destroyed by 
Are. Plans for the model edifice were drawn 
‘oy H. Webster Tomlinson, who attracted at- 
tention from the housing committee of the 
‘City club. by the tenement plans he favored. 

The building, now almost finished, has a 
frontage of fifty feet, with three stories 
built above the basement, in which will be 
two stores, a living apartment, the janitor’s 
rooms, boiler rooms, shower baths, and a 
large laundry. 

The laundry is devised for the convenience 
of any of the women tenants who may earn 


heir living by taking in washing. 


Privacy Provided For. 


Flanking the building on either side are 
courts for ventilating and lighting, and the 
windows are so placed that one tenant can- 
not possibly look into the rooms of another. 

There have been many difficulties to over- 
come, said Mr. Tomlinson yesterday. It 
Was necessary to construct the building so. 
that any room could be entered without 
massing through another room. It also was 
& sired that the bathrooms could be entered 
Without traversing other rooms. This always 
his been a flaw in the construction of model 
te nements.’ ”’ 

Efforts will be made by the Hyde Park 
Betterment league to have property owners 
o4 nstruct similar structures in the congested 
prirts of that side of the city.

NOT A TREATY. 

About two weeks ago there was a for- 
mal exchange of diplomatic notes be- 
tween Secretary Root and Baron Taka- 
hira, the Japanese ambassador. These 
notes revealed a pleasing coincidence of 
epinion concerning many important sub- 
jects, They are identical as to the de- 
sirability of supporting’ by pacific means 
the integrity and independence of China 
and the “open door.” Each government 
is prepared to confer with the other if the 
principle of equal opportunity in China 
should be threatened. Each says it is its 
resolve to respect the territorial posses- 
sions of the other. 

These declarations of concordant views 
are not a treaty. Hence there is nothing 
for the senate to ratify. The American 
note does no more than set forth what is 
at this time the policy of the executive 
department of the government, which has 
charge of foreign relations, as to certain 
matters. The president elect would not 
be obligated to adhere to that policy, but 
he will do so, because he believes he 
knows the people approve it. The secre- 
tary of state and the Japanese ambassa- 
dor have been able between them to clear 
the atmosphere of misconceptions and 
suspicions. Nothing should be done that 
might make their work less effective. 

According to the Washington dispatches 
some senators, mostly Democrats, con- 
tend that these identical notes are a 
treaty which should be submitted to them. 
After making all allowances for sena- 
torial jeslousy of prerogatives, the fact 
remains that this contention is prompted 
by the desire to make the administration 
a little trouble if possible. That is not 
an exalted motive at the best, and in 
this instance not even the bitterest enemy 
of the administration should allow it to 
influence him. i 

The action which it is said certain 
senators contemplate would be misunder- 
stood or misrepresented in Japan. It

FEDERAL CONTROL OF SECURITIES. 

Senator Dolliver has introduced a bill 
to place under government control the 
future stock and bond issues of inter- 
state corporations. Its provisions apply 
to telegraph and telephone companies as 
well as to railroads. If it were the law 
a corporation which wished to issue 
securities would have to get the consent 
of the interstate commerce commission. 
It is assumed that this would put a stop 
to stock ‘watering and other forms of over- 
capitalization. 

This congress will not pass Senator Dol- 
liver’s bill. The next congress and the 
next may decline to take action. Uniess 
there shall be a change in public senti- 
ment, which is unlikely, or unless those 
who contend that the supervision by the 
national government of the securities of 
corporations engaged in interstate com- 
merce would -be unconstitutional can 
prove their case, the legislation recom- 
mended by the Republican national plat- 
form, President Roosevelt, and Mr. Taft 
will be enacted. 

The framers of the Illinois constitu- 
tion, aware of the evils of railroad stock 
‘watering, put a provision in the organic 
law forbidding it. If they had known 
what Mr. Yerkes was to do in the way 
of manipulating street railroad securities 
they would have made their provision 
broader. Massachusetts, wiser than IIli- 
nois, Supervises, through a commission, 
the issue of securities of public service 
corporations. The commission has a deli- 
cate work to perform and has performed 
it judiciously, though the corporations 
affected have thought sometimes that it 
was not liberal enough, 

What Massachusetts has done on a 
small scale the national government ought 
to be able to do satisfactorily on a large 
scale. Some railroads have been over- 
capitalized in the past and others will 
be in the fnture unless some corrective 
shall be applied. If stock and bond is- 
sues were subject to federal control the 
corporations affected would not venture 
to apply for authority unless they could 
make out a fairly good case. When the 
consent of the government was granted 
investors would ‘have more confidence in 
the soundness of the securities, in many 
cases, than they have how. The roads 
themselves would be benefited by this 
government approval.

house of Seton, which has a number 
of re atives m this country, including 
Archbishop Robert Seton, formerly of New 
York, but now of Rome, where steps are now 
being 75 pleted for the full canonization of 
Mrs. W iam n, who after the death of 
her husband devoted herself to the foun 
tion, in Frederick county, Maryland, of the 
first house of the Sisters of Charity in the 
United States. The George Seton who has 
just been gathered to his fathers was a 
grand ing old fellow, and was able to 
boast of being the tallest veteran of King 
Edward’s guard of royal archers, and royal 
bodyguard in Scotland, standing 6 feet 5 
inches in his stockinged feet. 

From his ancestors he inherited a wonger- 
ful collection of valuable heirlooms and 
relics of bygone days, chief among which 
was the two handed sword of Sir Christopher 
Seton, who merried a sister of King Robert 
Bruce, and which was used on the ba eld 
of Methuen. These are inherited, along 
with the chieftainship of the Setone of 
Cariston, by his only son, who is married 
to an American woman, a daughter of the 
late Charles Moore of Boston, Mass. I am 
sorry to say that Cariston has long since. 
passed out of the possession of the family. 
It was situated in the county of Fife, and 
came to the Setons through the marriage of

to the Hon. Jo Seton, a younger son of 
the sixth Lord Seton, who may be regarded 
as having founded the line of the Setons of 
Cariston in the early part of the sixteenth 
century. 

' A — 

Of all the titles and peerages formerly 
owned by the Setons, they retain today but 
two baronetcies, now borne by Sir Bruce 
Maxwell Seton of Abercorn, and Sir William 
Seton of Pitmedden. Their earldoms of 
Winton and of Eglington are now in the pos- 
session of Lord Eglington, who is a Mont- 
gomery, and only connected with the Setons 
as a descendant through the female line 
from one of the earlier Seton earls of Winton. 
The earldom of Dumferline has become ex- 
tinct, and the baronies of Parbroth and of 
Seton are dormant. 

It was the seventh Lord Seton who was the 
“devoted and loyal champion of Mary Queen 
of Scots, and who figures so repeatedly in 
Sir Walter Scott's novels dealing with that 
ill-fated sovereign, his romantic rescue of 
her from her captivity in Loch Leven castle 
in May, 1568, being familiar to all Sir Wal- 
ter’s readers. Queen Mary had some yéars 
previously offered to raise him from a barony 
to an earldom, But he. asked to be allowed 
to decline the honor, on the ground that he 
preferred to be the premier baron of Scot- 
land to the junior earl. It was on this odca- 
sion that Queen Mary wrote with a diamond 
ring upon a window of the great hall at Seton 
castle in Latin verse, which Sir Walter Scott 
has thus rendered in English: 
Earl. duke, or king, be thou that list to me; 

Seton, thy lordship, is enough for me.“ 
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This Lord Seton's half-sister was the favor - 
ite of the Four Maries of Mary Queen of 
Scots. After sharing the queen's capitvity, 
both in Scotland and in England, and refus- 
ing numerous offers of marriage, she with- 
drew to a convent, and became a npn of 
the convent of St. Pierre aux Dames in 
Rheims, of which the queen's aged aunt, 
Duchess Renee of Lorraine, was abbess. 
The most curious of the several existing 
memorials of Mary Seton is a memento mori 
watch, now in the possession of the Dick- 
Lauder family. It was presented to her by 
Queen Mary. 

„The wateh is in the form of a skull. On 
the forehead is the figure of Death, stand- 
ing between a palace and a cottage, Around 
it is a legend from Horace. On the rear 
part of the skull is a figure of Time, with 
another legend from Horace. The upper 
part of the skull bears representations of 
Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden, and of 
the crucifixion, each with Latin legends. 
Between these scenes is open work, to let 
out the sound when the watch strikes the 
hours, on a small silver bell, which fills the 
hollow of the skull, and receives the works 
within it when the watch is shut. 

The members of the American branch of 
the Setons are Setons of Parbroth, and are 
descended from a Seton who came to New 
York in the reign of George II., and married 
a Miss Curzon of Baltimore. The Setons 
are related in this country to the Roose- 
velts and to a number of other well known 
families. Archbishop Seton’s elder brother, 
the late William Seton, distinguished himself 
in the civil war, particularly at the battle 
of Antietam, where he was badly wounded. 

— 

Apropos of Mary Queen of Scots, it may 
be of interest to mention that Count Brevern 
de la Gardie, who has just been appointed 
to the post of councilor of the Russian em- 
bassy and as the czar's chargé de’affatres at 
Vienna, is descended in a direct lint from 
the Baron Paulus de la Gardie, who, head of 
an ancient house of the nobility of Langue- 
doc, left France in the train of Mary Queen 
of Scots, to devote himself to her service. 
He remained with her until her unfortunate 
surrender to Queen Elizabeth of England, 
when she was forced to dismiss him along 
with her other French retainers. 

He then made his way to Denmark, en- 
tered the service of King Eric, and was sent 
by the latter as ambassador to France. His 
son, James de la Gardie, took service under | 
King Gustavus Adolphus, became one of 
the latter’s most successful generals, signed 
as one of Sweden's plenipotentiaries the 
treaty of Westphal and, like his father, 
became ambassador to France. His son in 
turn married the half-sister of Queen Chris- 
tine of Sweden, and figured for @ number of 
years as regent of the kingdom of Sweden. 
Afterwards the de la Gardies moved on to 
Russia, where they have since remained. 

The newly appointed councilor of the Rus- 
sian embassy at Vienna is the only survivor 
of his family, went through the Turko-Rus- 
sian war as a 17 year old subaltern of cav- 
alry, winning the Cross of St. George for 
conspicuous gallantry, and owns the beauti- 
ful chateau of Hapsal, which has been for 
a number of generations in the possession of 
the family, and where the present count and 
his father have frequently entertained the 
late czar and the present emperor of Russia.

Many a former German officer now making 
his home in America will be sorry to hear 
of the death, at the age of nearly 90, of old 
Gen. von Strubberg. For the general was 
for more than a generation inspector general 
of military education, and as such at the 
head of all those military institutions where 
German officers receive their training. 
Though small in stature, yet he had a large 
heart, and many are the lads whose military 
careers he saved from being wrecked by a 
timely personal appeal to their better selves, 
to their sense of honor, and to the remem- 
brance of those at home who were making 
sacrifices for them. It is no exaggeration 
to assert that he was one of the most popu- 
lar and best loved generals of the army, 
while he stood particularly high in the favor 
of the imperial family. 

For it was he who as a young subaltern 
organized the escape from Berlin and the 
flight to England in 1848 of the then prince 
of Prussia, afterwards first German emperor, 
at a moment when capture of the royal fugi- 
tive by the insurgents probably, would have 
resulted in his death and in that of his com- 
panions. All Germany was in a state of 
rebellion at the time, and m Prussia espe- 
clally the feeling against the prince was 
extremely bitter, owing to the drastic meas- 
ures which he had adopted in his unsuccegs- 
ful endeavors to suppress mob rule at Berlin. 
In fact, more than a year elapsed before 
William could venture back to Germany. But 
as soon as supreme power was vested in 
his hands as regent, one of the first things 
he did was to raise the officer who had vir- 
tually saved his life to the ranks of the no-

BLACK RACE IN SOUTH AMERICA. 
Chicago, Dec. 9—[Hditor of “The Trib- 
une.}~—Tux Trisunp of Dec. 1 announced 
that Lieut. Wymans of the Dutch navy, who 
arrived recently in New York from an ex- 
pedition into hitherto pnexplored parts of 
Dutch Guiana in South America, had found 
a new race of blacks. His assertion that 
these negroes are new and hitherto unknown 
rests on an ignorance of his country s his- 
tory, which is unusual in an officer of the 
Dutch navy. The tribe he found way up the 
Surinam river near the borders of British 
Guiana are the descendants of fugitive slaves 
who, about 200 years ago, sailed with the 
English during a short war between land 
and England. 

After the war ended these negroes re- 
mained hostile and compelled the Dutchgov- 
ernment to give them a large tract of land as 
a perpetual reservation. Thither they retired 
with their families. It ds some of their de- 
scendants whom Lieut. Wymans recently 
met. Any inhabitant of Paramaribo could 
have given him this information, for these 
„bush negroes’ make visits now and then 
to Paramaribo, the capital of Dutch Guiana. 
The undersigned, a native ot that city, of 
American parentage, however, remembers 
these occasional visits of the bush negroes. 
They came by river, the only communication 
with the interior, floating down in their long 
dugouts tied to rafts of hewn logs of cedar, 
rosewood, mahogany, and other woods, 
which they t ed off for calico goods, ban- 
danna handk lefs, beads, and other neces- 
sary articles. 

Their complete isolation for so many gen-

BOOM FOR FOREIGN TRADE. 


National Council of Commerce Holds 
First Meeting in Washington 
to Advertise America. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 10.—Thé first an- 
nual session of the National Council of Com- 
merce, organized largely through the efforts 
of Secretary Straus, was held here today. 

The fundamental idea of the organization 
is the promotion of the foreign commerce of 
the United States. 

About 100 delegates, representing sixty- 
five chambers of commerce, boards of trade, 
and industrial bodies throughout the country, 
attended the session. 

It is expected that eventually the organiza- 
tion will establish permanent headquarters 
in this city, which will be in touch with all 
of the great commercial and industrial in- 
terests, not only of this country, but of the 
world. Plans were formulated today look- 
ing to that end. 

At the afternoon session of the council a 
permanent organization was effected by the 
election of Gustav H. Schwab of New York 
City as chairman, B. A. Eckhart of Chicago, 
vice chairman; Frank B. Wiborg of Cincin- 
nati, treasurer; and Wiliam R. Corwine of 
New York City, secretary.

INVESTMENTS SAVE THE DAY 


Operating and Taxes Higher but Sal 
of Stocks Help.

New York, Dec. We j—President 
Harriman of the Union Pactfic published his 
annual report to the shareholders today, 
showing that gross earnings for the twelve 
months ended June 30 last decreased only 
$260,373, or .35 of 1 per cent, compared with 
the corresponding period of 1906-07. 

Operating expenses and taxes were larger 
than last year by $1,913,237 and there was an 
increase of $2,605,201 in fixed charges, mak- 
ing the surplus, after the fixed charges, 
smaller by $5,007,081 than K was a year ago. 
This decrease for 1908, however, practically 
is wiped out by en Ancreasé ot $4,700,467 in 
income received from investments. After the. 
dividends were ‘paid on the preferred stock 
the balance remaining for the common was 
equal to 16.24 per cent on the outstancing 
shares, against 16.47 per cent for 1907. 


Made on Stocks. 

One inte tea ture of the statement is 
the table showing that the company’s profit 
on its original Northern Pacific investment 
was increased from $34,665,000 to $45,586,000 
during the year by the sale of $9,072,360 worth 
of Great Northern shares and $4,780,000 of 
Northern Pacific. Other striking changes in 
the company’s stock holdings include the 
sale of $2,350,000 of St. Paul common and 
$1,000,000 of Leavenworth, Kansas and 
Western, and the purchese of $1,500,000 addi- 
tional Illinois Central and $4,800,000 Pacific 
Fruit Express. 

On June 80 las the Union Pacific owned 
stocks of the par value of $353,481,540, com- 
pared with $355,524,660 for 1007. and $121,- 
182,700 of bonds, against $124,063,700 a year 
ago. Of the total of 5479 888.280 bond and 
stock holdings, 210,879, 160 of stocks and 
$108,610.700-of bonds were unpledged at the 
close. of the year. 


Profit and Loss Surplus Increases. 

According to the statement, the profit and 
loss surplus for the year was increased $10, - 
000,000, despite the fact that $10,979,721 dis- 
count on bonds was charged to that account. 

In his remarke to shareholders, President 
Harriman says in part: 

“The effect of the general. business de- 
pression which set in during the fall of 1007 
did not reduce the gross revenue of the com- 
pany to an aggregate below that for the cor- 
responding months of the ng year 
until January, 1908. From that time to the 
close of the fiscal year, June 30, there was a 
decrease of $4,125,018. 
increare of $3,855,045.27 in the gross revenue 
during the first half of the year, there was 
a shrinkage in the year's gross revenue of 
only $269,373.50, or O25 per cent. 

“The increase of $4,549,560.79 in income 
other than from transportation operaticns 
resulted mainly from the collection of a full 
year's dividend on the investment stocks eld 
at the close of last year and on stocks subse- 
quently acquired under subscription rights, 
and from a full year's interest on 20.000. 
000, face value, of San Pedro, Los Angeles 
and Salt Lake W company 4 en 
bonds. 


Millions for Mexican Work. 

The interest changes on the funded debt 
outstanding in the hands of the public are 
shown tn detail in table No. 15. The increase 
of $2,005,201.05 resulted from the interest ac- 
cruing during the year on the Unton Pacific 
Railroad company's twenty year 4 per cent 
convertible gold bonds and on first lien and 
refunding 4 per cent gold bonds sold during 
the year. 

The Southern Pacific company is engaged 
in the construction of railways in the repub- 
lic of Mexico under concessions-and subven- 
tions which made it important, notwith- 
standing the monetary stringency which ex- 
isted last fall and winter; that the work 
should be prosecuted without interruption.
